I-13 is mamas aid that the life of a good * b is 
beſt read in his works, which can ſcarce fail to receive 
_ a peculiar. tincdure from his temper, manners, and ha- 
bits: the diſtinguiſhing character gf his mind, his ru- 
ling paſſion, at leaſt, will there appear undiſguiſed. 
But however jy(t this ohſervation may be, and altho 
we might ſafely reſt Mr. Thomſon's fame as a good 
man, as well as a man of genius, on this ſole footing, 
yet the deſire which the public always ſhews of being 
more particularly acquainted with the hiſtory of an 
eminent author ought not to be diſappointed, as it 
proceeds nat from mere curiality, but chiefly from af- 
fection and gratitude to theſe hy whom they have been 
2 and inſtructed. 50 

"To give ſome account of a deceaſed n is often 
piece of juſtice, likewiſe, which ought not to be re- 
fufed to his memory, to prevent or efface the imper- 
tinent fitigns which officious biographers are ſo apt to 
collect and propagate; and we may add, that the cir- | 
cum ſtances of an author's life will ſometimes. throw 
the beſt light upon his writings, inſtances whereof we 
ſhall meet with in the following pages. 

Mr. Thomſon was born at Ednam, in the ſhire of 
Roxburgh, on the 1ath of September, in, theyear 1709. 
His father, miniſter of that place, was but little known

beyond the narrow circle of his co-preſbyters, and to 
a few gentlemen in the neighbourhooll, but highly re- 
ſpected by them for his piety and his diligence in the 
paſtoral duty, as appeared after wards in 3 Kind 
offices to his widow and orphan family. OP! 


The reverend Meſſrs. Ricearton and Gier par- 


ticularly, fook æ moſt affectionate and friendly part in 
all their concerns. The former, a mam of uncommon 


penetration and good tafte, had very early diſcevered, 


through the rudeneſs of young Themſon's puerile ef- 
fays, a fund of genius well deſerving eulture and en- 

couragement : he undertook, therefore, with the fa- 
ther's approbation, the ehief direction of his ſtudies, 


furniſhed Him with the proper books, correctedd his

life which Mr. Thomſon always remembered with par- 
ticular pleaſure : but what he wrote during that time, 
either to entertain Sir William and Mr. Riccarton, or 
for his own amuſement, he deſtroyed every new-year's 
day, committing his little pieces to the flames in their 
due order, and crowning the ſolemnity with a copy of 
verſes, in which were humourouſiy recited n ee 
grounds of their condem nation 

After the uſual courſe of ſchool Wee under 
an able maſter at Jedburgh, Mr. Thomſon was ſent to 
the Univerſity of Edinburgh: but, in the ſecond year 
of his admiſſion, his ſtudies were for ſome time inter- 
rupted by the death of his father, who was earried off 
ſo ſuddenly, that it was not poſſible for Mr. Thomſon, 
with all the diligence he could uſe, to receive his laſt 


bleſſing. This affected him to an uncommon degree, 


and his relations ſtill remember ſome extraordinary 


inſtances of his grief and filial duty on that occaſion; 


- Mrs. Thomſon, whoſe maiden name was Hume, and 
who was co-heireſs of a ſmall eſtate in the country, 
did not fink under this misfortune; She conſulted her 
friend Mt. Gufthart, and having, by his advice, mort« 
gaged her moiety of the farm, repaired with her fas 
mily to Edinburgh, where ſhe lived in a decent frugal 
manner, till her favourite ſon had not only finiſhed 
his academical courſe, but was even diſtinguiſhed and 
patronized as a man of genius. She was, herſelf, 4

perſon of uncommon natural endowments, poſſeſſed 
af eyery ſocial and domeſtie virtue, with an imagina- 
tion for vivacity and warmth ſcarce. inferior to her 
fon's, and whieh raiſed her devotional exerciſes den 
piteh bordering on enthuſiaſm. 

But whatever ad vantage Mr. Thomſon might gerive 
from the complexion of his parent, it is certain he qwed 
much to 6 religious education, and that his garly ac- 
quaintance with the Sacred Writings contributed great» 
I to that ſablime by which his werks will be for ever 
diſtinguiſhed. In his firſt pieces, the: $eafons, we lee 
him at once aſſu me the majeſtic freedom of an Eaſtern 
writer, ſeizing the grand images as they riſe, clothing 
them in his own. expreſſive language, and preſerving, 
throughout, the grace, the variety, and the dignity, 
which belong toa juſt ne. vnket by the 1250 
peſs of formal methed. - An r 
About this time the fudy of 3 ge⸗ 

rr in Scotland, the beft Engliſ authors being uni- 
pyerſally read, and imitations of them attempted. Ad- 
diſon had lately: diſplayed the beauties af Milton's 
immortal work, and his Remarks on it, together with 
Mr. Pope's celebrated Eſſay, had opened the way to an 
acquaintance with the beſt poets and etitie s. 

: But the moſt learned critic is nat always the beſt 
judge of poetry, taſte being a gift of Nature, the want 
of which Ariſtotle and Boſſy cannot ſupply, nor even 
the ſtudy of the beſt originals, when the reader's far 
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| btrx or THOMSON, | i 
chlties are not tuned in a certain conſonance to thoſe' 
of the poet; and this happened to be the caſe with eer - 
tain learned gentlemen into whoſe hands a few of Mr. 
Thomſon's firſt eſſays had fallen. Some inaccuracies: 
of ſtyle, and thoſe luxuriancies which a young writer 
can hardly avoid, lay open to their cavils and cenſure z 
fo far, indeed, they might be competent judges, but 
the fire and enthuſiaſm of the poet had entirely eſca- 
ped their notice. Mr. Thomſon; however, conſcious; 
of his on ſtrength, was not diſcouraged by this 
treatment, eſpecially as he had ſome friends, on whoſe: 
judgment he could better rely, and who thought 
very differently of his performances: only, from that 
time, he began to turn his views towards London, 
where works of genius may always expect a candid: 
reception and due encouragement; and an accident 
ſoofi after me n * to 1186 5 n 
there. 

The divinity avs at e Edinburgh was: Sigh filled by 
the reverend-and learned Mr. Hamilton, a gentleman: 
univerſally reſpected and beloved, and who had par- 
ticularly endeared himſelf to the young divines under. 
his care by his kind offices, his candour and affability. 
Our Author had attended his lectures for about a year, 
when there was preſcribed to him for the ſubject of an 
exerciſe, a pſalm in which the power and majeſty of 
God are celebrated. Of this pſalm he gave a paraphraſe 
and illuſtration, as the nature of the exereiſe n |

audience. Mr. Hamilton, as his cuſtom was, compli- 


mented the orator ypon his performance, and pointed 


out to the ſtudents the moſt maſterly ſtriking parts 

of it; but at laſt, tarning to Mr. Thomſen, he told 
him, ſmiling, that if he thought of being uſeful in the 
miniſtry, he muſt keep a ſtrifter rein ypon his imagi- 
natian, and expreſs himſelf in OSA wane inert 


gible to an ordinary congregation.”

pectations from the ſtudy of theology might be very 


precarious, even though the Church had been more his 
free choice than probably it was: fo that having, ſoon.

worth. This gentleman, from a connoiſſeur in paint- 


ing, wus become a profeſſed painter; and his taſte 


being no leſs Juſt and delicate in the kindred art of 
deſtriptire poetry than in his own, no wonder that 
he ſoon! conetived a friendſhip for our Author. What 
a warm return he met with, and how Mr. Thom- 
fon was affected by his friend's premature death, 
appears in the copy of vaſes ww he wrote on that 
occaſion. _ 

In the mean time our amt s ani where- 


ever he was introduced, emboldened him to riſque the 


publication of his Winter; in which, as himſelf was 
a mere novice in ſuch matters, he was kindly aſſiſt- 
ed Mr. Mallet, then private tutor to his Grace the 
Duke of Montroſe, and his brother the Lord George 


Graham, fo well known afterwards as an able and 


gallant ſea· officer. To Mr. Mallet he likewiſe owed 
his firſt acquaintance with ſeveral of the wits of

The poem of Winter, ablifhed in March Sd; was 


no ſooner read than univerſally admired, thoſe only

Mean while our Poet's chief care bad been, in re- 


turn for the public favour, to finiſh the plan which 
their wiſhes laid out for him; and the expectations 


which his Winter had raiſed were fully ſatisfied by 


the ſucceſſive publication, of the other Seaſons; of 
Summer i in the year 1727, of Spring in the begin- 
ning of the following year, and of Autumn in a 


quarto edition of his works printed in 1730. 
In that edition the Scaſons are placed in PEE. na- 
4958 order, and crowned with that inimitable Hymn 


in which we view them in their deautiful ſucceſſion, 
as one Whole, the immediate effect of infinite power 
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and goodneſs. In imitation of the Hebrew bard, all 
Nature is called forth to do homage to the Creator, 
and the reader is left enraptured in ſilent adoration 


Excellent as the works of Mr. Thomſon are, it isremarks 
able that there has not been any conſiderable eriticiſm on 
his merits and character; and therefore we will take the li- 
berty of tranſcribing pretty largely from an ingenious and 
elegant writer, (Eſſay on the writings and genius of Pope) 
who is the only one we know of that has ſpoken particularly 
to them. It would be unpardonable, ſays he, to con-

While Mr. Thomſon was writing the firſt part of 
Liberty, he received a ſevere ſhock by tbe death of 
bis nable friend and fellow-traveller, which was ſoon 


followed by another that was ſeverer ſtill, and of more 


general concern, the death of Lord Talbot himſelf, 
which Mr. Thomſon. ſo pathetically and ſo juſtly la» 
ments in the poem dedicated to his memory. ls bim 
the nation ſaw itſelf deprived of an uncotrupted pa- 
triot, the faithful guardian of their rights, on whoſe 
wiſdom and integrity they had founded: heir hopes 
of relief from many tedious vexations; and Mr, 
Thomfan, beſides his ſhare in the general mourning, 
had to bear all the afflition which a heart like his 
could fect far the perſon whom, of all mankind, he 
moſt revered and loved, At the ſame time he found 
himſelf, from zu cafy competency, reduced to à ſtate 
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Wande of his life, — tee the two laſt years 
of it, during which he enjoyed the place of Surveyor 
General of the Leeward Iſlands, procured for him by 
the generous friendſhip of my Lord Lyttelton. 
Immediately upon his return to England with Mr. 
Talbot, the Chancellor had made him his Secretary 
of Briefs; a place of little attendance, ſuiting his re- 
tired indolent way of life, and equal to all his wants. 
This place fell with his patron; and although the noble 
Lord who ſucceeded to Lord Talbot in office kept it 
vacant for ſome time, probably till Mr. Thomſon 
thould apply for it, he was ſo diſpirited, and ſo liſt- 
leſs to every concern of that kind, that he never took

+ Yet could not his genius ee or his tem- 
per hurt, by this reverſe of fortune. He reſumed, 
with time, his uſual cheerfulneſs, and never abated 


one article in his way of living, which, though ſimple, 


was genial and elegant. The profits ariũng from his 
works wert not inconſiderable; His tragedy of Aga» 
memnon, acted in 1738; yielded a good ſum; Mr. 
Millar was al ways at hand to anſwver, or even to pre- 
vent, his demands; and he had a friend or two be- 
ſides, whoſe hearts; he knew, were not contracted by 
the ample-fortunes they had acquired;,who would of 
themſelves interpoſe, if they ſaw any occaſion for it, 
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Bot bie chief dependence, during this long inter- 
val, was on the protection and bounty. of bis Royal. 
Highneſs Frederick Prince of Wales, who, upon the 
recommendation of Lord Lyttletan- then bis chicf 
favourite, ſettled on him a handſome allowance; and 
afterwards, when he was introduced to his Royal: 
Highneſs, that excellent prince, who truly was what. 
Mr, Thomſon paints him, The friend of mankind: 
and of merit, received him very graciouſly, and 
ever after honoured him with many. marks of parti- 
cular fa vour aud confidence: a gireumſtance which, 
docs equal honour ta the patrap and the poet ought 
not here to by omitted, that my Lord. Lyttelron's re- 
commendation came altogether unſolicited, and long 
before Mr. Thomſon was perſonally known to him. 

It bappened, however; that the faybur of his Royal 
Highneſ was in one inſtance of ſome prejudice to our 
Author, in the refuſkl of a licence for his tragedy of 
Edward and Eleonora, which he had prepared for the 
ſtage in the year 1739. The reader may ſee that this 
play contains not a line which could juſtly give offence 
hut the miniſtry, (ll ſare from certain paſquinades 
which had lately produced the Stage aſt, and as litt la 
ſatisfied with ſome parts of the Pripee's political con- 
duct as be was with their management of the public 
affairs, would not riſque the repreſentation of a piece 
written under eee ar 
by his command: | 
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This refuſal drew after it another, and in a way 


which, as it is related; was rather ludicrous. Mr. Pa- 
terſon, a companion of Mr. Thomſon; aftewards his 
Deputy, and then his ſucceſſor in the general ſurveyor» 
ſhip, uſed to write out fair copies for his friend, when 


ſach were wanted for the preſs or for the ſtage. This

- - 'This was the laſt piece Mr. Thomſon himſelf pu- 


bliſned, his tragedy of Coriolanus being only prepared 
for the theatre when a fatal accident robbed the world 


of one of the beſt men and heſt poets that lived in it. 


He had always been a timorous horſeman, and

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more fo in a road where numbers of giddy or un{kil- 
ful riders are continually paſſing 3 fo that when-the 
weather did not invite him to go by water, he would 
commonly walk the diſtance between London and 
Richmond with tiny acquaintance that vffered, with 
whom he might chat and reſt himſelf, or perhaps dine, 
by the way.
